BENATOR TWEED'S BUTRAYAL OF THE
DEMOCRATIC IAKRTY,
From the N. Y. World,

The long-avowed purpose and the reiter-
ated pledgos of the Demoeratio party to re-
atore sell-government to New York city con-
stitute as definite and binding an obligation
a8 A politieal party onn anyhow contract,

Senator 'I'weed, beonuse that self-govern-
ment was in the way to become honest and
frugal, and his own corrupt power likely to
crumble, choge to repudinte that obligation,
frustrate his ]’l’lﬂ}"ﬂ purposs and violatoe its
pledge. In the presence of n Demoeratio
cavcus, he woent through the formula of
denying the guilt of this treachery. Ile
mi;g'hl us well deny having shared the profits
of ohair-making for the armories, or plaster-
mE for the county conurt house,

Senntor Tweed is guilty of this betrayal of
the Democratic party, and guilly, too, with
aggmvating ocircnmstances. His treachery
was in triplicate, and each part bore witness
to the existence of the other two parts. He
betrayed his party's pledge and the contract
with the people. He betrayed the people of
tho city, so long a prey to his spoiling. e
betrayed his nssooiates in the Senate,

Those Senators, to constrain his necessary
vote, went to the outermost limit of conoes-
sion and compromise; they softened almost
unjmatitinhl{I the rigor of the reformation
which they had undertnken to make. Every
concession was at Senator Tweoed's solicita-
tion, Every departure from the most Demo-
cratic and thur(mgh-goin(f reform wns to
avert the threatened peril of his opposing
vote in the Senate. By these concessions his
pledge to vote for the remainder of reform
was procured. His vote in the Benate kept
the word of promise to the ear; his work in
the Assembly broke it to the hope of those
who thought the man's word worth taking in
evidence of his intentions, Proof of his pre-
meditated trenchery to his associate Benators
leaps to the eyes.

‘hen the effect of the ring and radical
alliance on Tuesday was clear to its concoct-
ers; when, instead of disintegrating and de-
moralizing the reform Democracy, it was
plainly consolidating and inspiriting them—
the first move of Senator Tweed to meet that
unforeseen contingency betrayed and revealed
him, ¥ere was the man who had extoried
concessions; the man who had constrained
every modification of the reforms of the
Young Democracy; the pleader for time for
this abuse, the beggar for mercy yet a little
while to that corruption, before he had time
to bethink himself of his unconscious self-
betrayal announcing to the ragorlar of the
World and to the reporters of other city jour-
nals that be is pregnant with a truly pure and
virtuons charter, such as neither the still-born
Frear charter, nor the defeated Compromise
charter, nor thesecluded Huckleberry charter,
could any or all of them pretend to be. Why
was his virtue not put to use in improving
the Tweed compromise charter, instead of
worsening it—smoothing the way for a solid
Republican vote and & partial Democratic
vote against it.

—but this promise of a Tweed vyirtuous
charter on top of a charter compromised out
of its pristine virtus to gel Tweed's needful
vote, disclosed that

when expecting limself to get well by defeat-
ing all charter reform and maintaining ring
and radical rule over this metropolis, This
treachery to Senators Norton, Creamer, and
Genet is of a kind which men with red blood
in their veins do not forget. It is too dis-
honest to be forgiven, too insulting to be
overlooked; and if it barbs political with per-
sonal hostilities, nobody neged regret it over-
much who desires politios to be better than a
game with loaded dice and packed cards.

But Senator Tweed's treachery to this aity,
by increasing whose taxes ho has become
“one of its heaviest tax-payers,” inspires a
resentment which every honest Demoorat in
New York will share with their faithful nﬂ)m.
sentatives in the Senate and Assembly. Here
we are, plundered by him and such as him in
all open and punblic, in all private and dis-
honest ways. He thrives on percentages of
pilfering, grows rich on the distributed divi-
dends of rascality. His extortions are s
boundless in their sum as in their ingenuity,
Btreets unopened profit him; streets opened
put money in his purse. Paving an avenne
with a pounltice inoreases his wealth, His
rapacity, like the trunk of an elephant, with
oqual skill twists a fortune out of the Broad-
way widening and picks up dishonest pennies
in the Bowery. And the system which
ghields, fosters, and prolongs him and his
rapacious iribe he refuses to reform slto-
gether, or consents to reforin in part only
long enough to betrny those who belisved his
word.

Therein lies Benator Tweed's betrayal of
the Demooracy of the State. TFor the first
time in nmr{v n quarter of A century the
thres departments of legislative power are
ours. The system which environs with mul-
tiplied securities rapacity like Tweed's and
roltenness like Smith’s has hitherto been
justly chargeable to the party then in power.
Benator Tweed, by his treachery, has organ-
ized and effected the npparent and seoming
transfer of responsibility for the ring and
radienl comminsions, misgovernment, rotten-
ness, and rapacity, from the radical party to
the Democratio party. Street Commissioner,
Supervisor, State Senator, nud Grand Sachem
of Tammuany—it needed all his powers and
positions to accomplish this almost fatal be-
lmiral of the Democracy.

There is one way in which this responsi-
bility can be thrown back where it belongs,
upon the Republican party, in allinneo with
whom Benator Tweed aoccomplished his
treachery. There is one way, too, in which
the government of New York may yet ba
reformed. 1. By the solid vote of every
country Democrat for the reformm measures
which the anti-ring Benators and Assembly-
men will soon agres upom, 2.

and Mexico, They did it to preserve lo the
world an absolutely free government; the
tnion and combined nction of many peoples
in the name of liberty; the nation which was
to stand in the van of humanity to lead and
to develop it.

But what Union is this which they have
loft us, if it implies & community of interest
in trade pnd commerce, and utter social dis-
integration, incessant bickering, murderous
hata? It is not the wealth of & nation any
moro than of an individual which gives her
permanent rank among her peors; it is the
breandth of ounlture, of enlightenment, the
unity of high aims among her people, the
lofty tone and temper of her social and do-
mestio life, That the war should have engen-
dered bitter animogities, violent prejudices,
narrow and bigoted views, was unly to bo ox-
pected. It was an almost (atal remedy for a
mortal disease; naturally, the body is loft
feverish and full of morbid humors, But
the man who mistakes these local antipathies
and wsickly dislikes for patriotism, surely
must have gone into the war with most
ignoble motives, It was, by the way, the
non-fighting part of the nation on both sides
who lowered the cause into virulent personal
hatreds; the soldier who went nearest to the
battle’s front was most ready to recognize in
his foe a brether whose opinion differed from
his own, We urge again and again upon our
readers that it is from the North the country
should demand, now, coolness, good sense,
charitable judgment, and the cordial offer of
reconciliation. It belongs to the brave victor
first to hold out the hand, and not sting like
a venomous insect his conguered foe, by
gibes such a8 is this story, Let us have done
with squabbles and jeers; they belong to boys
who cannot comprehend the meaning of the
struggle, but not-to grave and thoughtful
men,

The North and South, throngh counter emi-
gration, are likely in the next twenty years
to become more closely interfusad than ever
before. Their interests will be the same to n
degree that was not possible in the days of
slavery. Are they to remain two separate
Fuoples by virtue of the old feud? Isitto
se a repetition of the history of the Normans
and Saxons, the Castilians and Moors ? It is
in the upper stratn of society the fusion will
begin, Thereis a Freemasonry between men
and women of education and gentle breeding;
it gives liberality and breadth of view,
The officer of the colored regiment who
held a place which the North held most
houoml:!:a‘ if his good sense and enlture had
equalled his loyalty, would have been able
to look on the other side of the shield and
have readily comprehended how to aSouthern
woman he would appear her personal foe.
We have little fear but that among the edu.
cated order the Union will soon become a
reality in the relations of daily life, as it is
politically, It is from the other and larger
classes, wnose knowledge is confined prinoci-

ly to the ways and means of earning their

read and butter, and who have never had

leisure to study any o&inions on higher sub-
iam than those of oir daily ing, that

ong and persistent antagonism is to be
drepded. States cannot, perhaps, be savedl
withont the sword; but once saved, it is the
office of all wise men to apply the healing
ointment to make the Btate a unit: a living
healthy bedy moving in harmony, not a dis-
eased maess of warring members.

A COLORED ORGANIZATION,
From the Beaver Radical,

The colored men of Philadelphia are de-
bating the propriety of an independent politi-
cal organization, Republican in principle, but
which shall maintain and protect them in
their proper status in the Republican party.

While the fifteenth amendment has becoma
part of our organic law, and as such is aequi-
egeed in and submitted to by all—even the
Democracy—it is not to be forgotten that it
owes its efficacy to Congress and the Slate
Legislatures, not to the people. Just, hu-
mane, and wise as it is, all the strength of a
new and popular administration was required
to unite the representatives of the Re-
publican party in its swpport. In Penn.
sylvania, especially, the naked ¢uestion of
impartial suffrage, submitted to a direct vote
of the people, would have been negatived
by a decisive majority. It would have been
negatived because a respectable fraction of
the dominant party is so imbued with the
old-time pride of caste and prejudice of color,
that it was ready to unite with the Democ-
racy to prevent the advancement of the negro.
And the Demoecratic party, whatever may be
the present utterances of its leaders, was
unitedly and bitterly hostile. The colored
peaple should accept the situation and disem-
barrass their true friends of the complications
which must inevitably follow their separate
organization. They should rerognize the
existence of an adverse sentiment, which is
only latent becauss it has no opportunity or
oceasion profitably to manifest itsell. They
should make haste slowly, that their advance-
ment may be certain, merge with Republi-
cang, and base their claims to office and pre-
ferment upon the merits of their individuals,
not upon their ability to deliver or withhold a
given number of voles. If they do not, it
will ba all the worse for them aud for the Re.
publican party.

There is no such thing as visiting npon
individuals or cliques the rosponsibility of
party misdeods.

and industry demand security, FEven our
prospecting miners bave as good a right
to hunt for gold as the Piegans have to hunt
for buffalo. The proetended right of the In-
dians to hold large portions of our continent
snered to barbarism, is a pseudo elaim which
must give way before the march of civiliza-
tion, If the Indians like civilization, well; if
not, it cannot stop for them. Savage life
consists simply in making crime the normal
occupation of the people. 'Lhis is all that
distinguishes it from civilization, As we
crnsh out savagery and crime among our own
white people, so must we among the In-

dians, As General Sheridan says, the choice
is aimplf' this, “‘Shall we kill them, or shall
they kill us ?"

We believe that within the point of safety
General Sheridan will show the Indians as
much humanity as is eonsistent with duty,
More would be inhumanity to the whites, It
is barely possible that the Philo-Pieganthro-
pists may have the audacity to approsch the
P'resident, or the General of the Army, with
a request for the removal of Sheridan: but,
knowing him and trusting him as they do, as
one of the ablest soldiers the army ever pro-
duced, there wounld seam to be but one answer
which would befit such an application. That
would be to direct the servant to show the
Philo-Pieganthropists to the door.
